DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed March 7, 2008 amending claims 1,4-6, 23-26, 28 and 29, 
canceling claims 2, 15-22, 27 and 30-32. 

Claims 1,4-12, 23-26, 28 and 29 are pending. Claims 26, 28 and 29 have been 
previously withdrawn. 

Claims 1,4-12 and 23-25 are under examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The 112, 1 st paragraph rejections are withdrawn in view of the amendment and 
Applicant's remarks (Remarks of 3/7/08, pages 7-10). The 112, 2nd paragraph rejection 
is withdrawn in view of the amendment. Hybridization conditions do not matter in this 
case because the claim is allowable for any HOX. 

The 103(a) paragraph rejection is withdrawn in view of the amendment and 
Applicant's remarks (pages 11-14). Sekhar et al and Hansen et al provide no motivation 
to combine their teachings with regard to the extraction the recombinant HOX.
